In ſuch ſort, that 
if we ſhould diligently ſearc h and recite all the diſcourſe of auncient 
(Hiſtories, of late dayes we ſhoulde finde, that the moſt noble r 
ſonages through their vertue, hath ſhe wed many goodly arumpler, at 
in one Theatre 4 ſupreme degree honorable : nor haue ad not hing 
more deare, more requiſite, or more greatly in commentatfon, t han 
Plant ing & Graffing of fruit. Cyrus 4 great king of the Perfians(as 
wWitneſſe.Xenophon,)did ſo much delite in the Art of planting & 
graffing, (which did ſhe w a great prayſe & glory vnto his perſonage) 
that he had nv greater deſire or pleaſure, than when he might occu- 
Pie himſelfe in Planting & graffing to garniſh the eart h. to place and 
order thereon certaine number of trees. The Enperour Diocleſian, 
(as doth recite , Sextus Aurelius Victor,) of his o wne good will 
wit hout any conſtraynt did leaue the ſcepter of his Empire for to re- 
mayne continually in the fields. So much pleaſure did he take in plan- 
ting of fruite, in making of Orchardes and Gardens, which he dyd 
malę garni ſb, and finiſh with his one hands. Ihe Senatours,Difta- 
tourt, and Conſuls of rg oe ef 1 ot her things haue cõ- 


.mended Plant ing and Graffing to be one of the moſt flouriſhing la- 
bours.in this worlde for the common wealth, the which was celebra- 
ted and counted a great vertue : yea, they did ſo much eſteeme it, 
that they lid hang tables thereof in diuers places, neuer thinking the 
time more aptly ſpent, than in Planting & Graffing,nothing more cõ- 
tenting themſeluer, not hing more delighted in any other affayres for 
the common we alt h. than in ſetting,ſowing or planting on the earth. 
How much we may pmiſe of late dayes and commende our trauay- 
lers from othercountreys,it is eaſie to be perceyued and knowne: but 
f Lord, Gentlemen, and Merchants,which haue had(as it doth aps 
peare) a gr regardein'theſe latter dayes,how they might follow 
the example of others : I herby it hath repleniſþed this our realme 
with digers ſtraunge Plants, Herbes,and I re er, very good and neceſ- 
ſatis for the common wealth, not heretofore commonly knowne..And 
be halle, aboue all labour: (for the common wealth) we ought to giue a 
les and terteyns indgemnt ; chat Planting W N as:

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highly to be commended and prayſed,than many other wort hie aud 

noble things in this worlde : for this Art bath not onely from tyme 
to tyme, bene put in vſe and prattiſe of labour through K in es and 
Princes: but alſo it hath bene put in writing of many great & wor- 
thie perſonages,in divers Kinde of languages, as in Greeks by Philo- 
metor, Hieron, Acheleus, Orpheus, Muſcens, Homer, H oſiode, Con- 
ſtantine, Caſar : and in Latin, hy V erron, Caton, Columella, Paladius, 
V irgill, Amilius Macer, and in the Portingall tongue by King At- 
talus and Mago, (the which reciteth the Hiſtories )that after their 
deat h the bookes. of Planting and Grafing were brought to Rome, 
ſoone after the deſtruttion of Carthage. Likewyſe how many ſince 
haue written onely of gale and loue for their countrey and common 
wealth, of the fruit full. Arte of Planting and 'Graffing : yea of late 
dayes how many wort hie men by their learning baue "written like- 
wyſe therof, ſhoulde ſeeme that it hath come from their aunceſters, 
4 the greateſt honor, through the noble inuention of the ſame. Like- 
wyſe I dare boldely aſpirme, not onely the learned haue written, hut 
alſo haue bene prattiſers and inuenters of the ſame, (as witne ſſeth 
divers Hiſtories )in diners & many ſecret things,wherin'I dare bold- 
lye ſay.they haue not learnedly, nor ſo exattly written, but they haue 
more exattly taught and left in writing thinges ſo certayne, that 
their ſucceſſors may eaſily marke, obſerue, and keepe the ſame : for 
enery one bath written according to the nature of his countrey. The 
Greekes for Greeke,the Barbarians for Barbarie, the Italians for I. 
talie, the Frenche men for Fraunce. &c. W hich writing wit hout 
the order and prattiſe, doth very ſmall profite for thus our Realme of 
Englande, the which. I can blame not hing more than the n-gligence 
of our nation, whic h hath had ſmall care heretofore in planting and 
Grafing, in ſome places of this realme (as I haue none) where _. 
good and well diſpoſed haue graffed , the euill and malicious perſon
